In s recent number of our paper we 
alluded to a large discrepancy between 
tbe amount of bacon, etc., im- 
ported to have been shipjied from 
this country, itc jording to Hie clearances 
at the varl.uia customhouses, and the 
amounts received in Liverpool. The re- 
marks we made produced a good deal of 
comment, but the statements in the fol- 
lowing letter from a highly respectable 
bouse in New York, must produce con- 
siderable sensaiion. Tbe facts stated, be- 
ing correct beyond controversy, of whst 
value are our commerce and navigation 
reports? If shippers are allowed to ex- 
port produce nr merchandise to foreign 
countries, wiihout recording their ship- 
ments in the customhouse, are not tbe 
statistics psraded in the name of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, from year to 
year, a farce? And worse than this, are 
they not |*>rnicious? We had been aware 
that the detnils of cargoes are sometimes 
suppressed from publication, but we un- 
derstood that such, nevertheless, ware 
alwsys iucluded in the official re- 
ports. But look at the facts.
